no trouble on the floor. The pronounce- 
ment on finances which had suited the 
members of the committee from one sec- 
tion of the country was utterly distaste- 
ful to those from another, and the rep- 
rew ntativ'j from one doubtful state had 
declared it would be utterly impossible 
to carry it if a certain plank was put in 
the platform, while the representative 
of another was jnst as certain his state 
was hopeless if that particular plank 
waf. left out. 

I'he veb'ran had insisted the plank 
con-'K-ming pensions must be made dou- 
bly strong, the resident of the eastern 
states was anxious more money be spent 
for coast defenst^s, another mcmlK-r 
thought all was lost unless something 
spei’iflc be said regarding the foreign 
policy of the party, while another was 
cartrless about this, but considered iu- 
terr al improvements, especially of some 
long neglected creeks down in his dis- 
trict, tlie burning qw-stiou of the hour. 

With all these contending and some- 
tim 's bitterly antagonistic inten*sts the 
conimitwe had wrestled for days, a 
point had been coiictsied here, another 
one there, Uiis one had boon stricken 
out, that one addefd, and finally tlie 
pliitffirm is presente-d os a whole and 
rapturously hailed as the embodiment 
of the wisdom of the convention. To 
the average citizen it seemed a wonder- 
ful thing so big a body, ivpre.seutiug so 
many state-s with widely varying inter- 
ests, could bo so unanimous about the 
policy best for the entire country, but 
tlieii the* average citizen had not attend- 
ed the meeting of the committee. 

But when it comes to the balloting 
for caudidateis for president and vice 
presidt-nt the average citizr-n really Is.- 
giu^ to get hi.s money’s worth.

When President Harrison offended the 
white element of the state by appointing 
negroes to profitable federal oflict's, 
among them the collectorship of Galves- 
ton, the M’hitf* broke away from the 
regular Republican organization and 
formed a separate faction. This became 
known as the “Lily W'hites, ’’ because 
they would not associate with negrws. 
The regular faction became the “Black

The British steamship Nutfield, Cap- 
tain Cossap, which arrived at Philadel- 
phia recently from Hamburg with a 
valuable cargo of sng:tr and china clay, 
hod a thrilling experience on the night 
of the 3d inst. in latitude 49.31, longi- 
tude 47.21, having, while prolx>ediig 
along in a dense fog, become imprisoned 
in a tremendous floe of ice, in wbi:h 
•he was held captive for 19 hours. 

The night was impenetrably dark aad 
cold, and suddenly the ship became 
veiled in a thick fog, such a fog as is 
peculiar alone to these regiona She 
was run “dead slow,” but suddenly her 
prow was felt to touch the hard ice for- 
mation of the floe, and soon she oaiae 
to a stop. The engines were rang full 
speed astern and the wheel put hard 
over, but the ship could not be moved, 
and, fearing damage to the propelhr. 
Captain Cassap decided to let her lie 
stopped until daylight The fog lifted 
as the sun rone, and then the crew reiJ- 
ized for the first time their dangerous 
position. Environed by heavy floe ite. 
which was thickly intersxiersed with 
towering icebergs, it was difficult to 
know jnst what to da Should the pio- 
peller be broken, the ship could never 
have been freed and would have remain- 
ed fast and her crow left to starva 
From aloft nothing but ice was visibla 

As noon approached the position te- 
came more serious, and the crew were 
now thoroughly alarmed. Should any 
of the towering bergs that sarrounded 
the steamer crash into them, the vessel 
would have been rendered a helpless 
wreck. At 11 :30 a. m. on the next day 
Captain Cassap had the engines reverasl 
full speed and backed the ship east .10 
miles, reaching a spot where the ice be- 
came loss compact. He then altered tie 
vessel's course due south and steann'd 
away in that direction 60 miles before 
the ice obstmetiun was got clear of. 

Captain Cassap and his officers say 
thi-y never t-efore saw the north Atlan- 
tic so obstru* ’I d wi' Ii ice. In the re- 
gions of latiii.iie 49 and longitude -17 
the whole «.i is^a m;iss of floating ur 
which is rapidly finding its way to tn- 
southward. It i.< nlm.ist an impnsaibi.i- 
ty to reach any of the Newfoundland 
ports, and it is evpected that the Greeii- 
liuid vessels, soDi.^of which are now d'lo 
witu c» 7 oliie, will find gi-eat difficulty 
in getting in and out of Ivigtut, thtir 
loading jort. on account of the obstruc- 
tion. Nothing can be beard of them un- 
til their arrival off the capes, as uo 
communic:ttion can be hud with Ivigtt.t, 

The Nutfield 's bows arc badly scratch- 
ed from comart with the ioe, but Cap- 
tain Cassap and his crew consider them- 
selves very fortunate. — Philadelphia 
Press.

AT A NATIONAL CONVENTION. 



Simply Ratify PlaiM of Loader*.

How It Lookrt to the Average Cltlaen. 

The average citizen who, by gift or 
purchase, may have acquired a ticket to 
a national ctinvention and uses it to the 
uttermost Rally gets but little informa- 
tion as to how presidential candidates 
are nominated and party platf<>rms 
made. He may attend every session of 
the convention from the time the chair- 
man of the national committee calls it 
to order until the gavel falls on the 
final motion to adjourn sine die, u.sing to 
their limit all the senses nature has en- 
dowed him with, and when everything 
is said and done all he has heard and 
seen is little more than the formal rati- 
fication of plans made in oommirtec or 
private confereiioe of the leaders and 
debate* had on questions setth>d in ad- 
vance, It huppt'us once in awhile liattlcs 
art' won and l<ist on the floor of the con- 
vention, b-.» this is ran-, and one can 
attend them for a lifetime without wit- 
nessing an instiuice. 

But this very innocence of the aver- 
age citizen makes the oouveutiou seems 
all the m<ire iiitensting to him. When 
the chairman of the committi'e, after 
the formal speech with which he ojh'us 
the convention, nominates Mr. .sio-ninl- 
so for the posif.on of tt-mi«>rary chnir- 
niati, the average citiz*Ti is js-rsuadtsi 
the B»'U'ction is made on aeoonnt of the 
eminent fitness of .Mr. So-and-s(> for the 
I>ositiou, aiul he is sure of it when I’l. 
convention ratifies the nomination '.v:ih 
a unanimous ro.ir. He does not ki: w 
the selection hits been carefully mad. in 
'.•e-iumitbs- s< ilely on account of the bear- 
ing it may have on the fortuui-s of some 
candidate, and the n-ason the delegate^ 
so unanimously approve it is bocaus. 
they know it would be usi-less to attempt 
to do otherwis*.. The chai.Tnan of the 
oonimitt*s3 would simply declare his 
candidate seated anyhow on a viva voee 
vott', and to put up some other one 
would only result in his being defeated. 

To be sure in 1S84 the nominee of 
the national committee was defeated, 
but it was the exeeption which pRivi-d 
the mle. The Arthur men had control 
of the committe*-, and they had st'lected 
their candidate. The Blaine jx ople, who 
were in a majority on the floor, deter- 
mined to fore*' the fighting from the 
st 4 irt. They put up ex-Oingre.ssnian 
Lynch of .Mi.ssiKsippi, a colored man, as 
their candidate for temporary chair- 
man, and on tlie vote demanded a roll 
call It took a deal of fighting and in- 
sistenct' to get it, but the Blaine men 
Were nothing if not strong lunged and 
enthusiastic, and the nsult was the 
roll, or what of it was then made up, 
was finally called and Lynch was eket- 
ikL It was tlie beginning of the end, 
and when the convt-ntion was over 
Blaine was its nomims-, only to be 
beaten in November. 

Then, when the temporary chairman 
is chosen, he makes a lung spee«-h, and 
the average citizen enjoys it or not ac- 
cording as it is good or bad or lie has a 
liking or not for that sort of thing. But 
while the chairman is talking a couple 
of committees have got to work, com- 
mittees about which the average citizen 
knows nothing, and of the chararb-r of 
whose deliberations be will always re- 
main in ignorance. One is the oommit- 
t «3 on credentials, the other on p<‘rma- 
ucut organization, and until they have 
n-portod and their reports are ratified 
the conveuticn can do nothing. 

The committee on credentials comes 
in first, and its chaimian has a long pa- 
per to R'ad. It Rx'ib ‘8 how in a certain 
district of a certain state, or pc*rhups in 
all the districts of a certain stab 3 , it 
finds certain delegates, naming them, 
curitltKi to 6 (‘ats and others claiming to 
be delegates not entitled to them. In no 
case does the report go into a discussion 
or even pn«entation of the facts in the 
case, but when he is thmugh the chair- 
man moves the report be adojited, and 
whether it is or not means a great deal 
to the convention. In the St. Louis gath- 
ering this year there were over 100 con- 
tested seats, and the report of the com- 
mittee therefore affect^ over 200 dele- 
gates and contestants. 

If the R-port goes through without 
question, the average citizen is more 
than ever pleased with the unanimity 
being shown by the delegates, not 
knowing it was simply a case of the 
majority increasing its numbers by 
throwing ont d(degab« who might prove 
troublesome, and if it is cemtested be is 
amazed at the intelligence shown by the 
delegijjc*. Each and every one of them 
seems to be perfectly conversant with 
the facts coune<^ted with each contest, 
although no public presentation of them 
has been bad, and R'ody to vote at once 

The average citizen does not know the 
vote is being taken on the merit of the 
contest, but as the resptxstivc claimants 
for soat.s aR for or against certain can- 
didau« or principles, and they flud their 
Bup{>orb'.r 8 or opponents on the floor 
among the friends or enemies of these 
same candidates or principles. The com- 
mittee on credentials has made its re- 
port on the same lines, and, although . 
one argument is used in whatever de- ' 
hate may have been had, a totally dif- 
ferent one operates in controlling the 
voting. 

Then comes the report of the ctmimit- 
tee on permanent organization, and 
again is the average citizen pleas'd 
with the acumen shown by the commit- 
tee in selecting the best passible men as 
the officers of tlie convention. As before, 
he is sure they are the best possible 
men, becan.*^ the delegates hail the 
mention of their names enthusiastically 
and vote for them nnanimoasly, a thing 
,-fic knows would not ha^icn were there 
any doubt about their fitness for the po- 
sition. It is unknown to him that the

There are many things affecting the 
result of these various ballots, but they 
do not appear uixtn the surface, and to 
the average citizen it seems hut an en- 
deavor on the part of the delegJites to 
secure the l)cst candidate for the party, 
the ctintroversy only arising out of an 
houtist differencf- of opinion as to who 
that candidate may U-. Vet Oiie man- 
ager is throwing the votes under his 
control for a candidate bt-cause he ex- 
pects, if gncoes.sful, to obtain a seat in 
the cabinet 

Other miuiagers are holding their 
votfs in check, dividing them aRiund 
ntitil It becomi's plain who the winner 
will be-, and waiting to threw tlutm to 
him at the prop*T moment, so they can 
claim afterward, when favors are being 
di.stributtHi, it was their votes which did 
it Solid delegations from states with 
favorite sons or- casting their votes for 
them with a gn-at deal of hurrahing and 
other show of enthnsiasm, while all the 
time they are inwardly fn-tting at the 
iustmetions which hold them and eag- 
?rly waiting for the word which shall 
release them from their obligations and 
?nable them to climb into the band 
wagon and vote for the winner before 
he is ah-eady nominated and their votes 
made unnecessary. Picking the winner 
is a-t much a desirable thing in a na 
tional conveuticn as at a horse race, and 
the R-ally happy delegate when it is all 
over is he who has made the right se- 
lection early in the fight and stuck 
thniugh to the end. The solitary dele- 
gate from Pennsylvania who votid for 
Gaifield in the convention of 1880 from 
the start has been held up ever since as 
the wisest or lucki.-'St man who ever 
went to a national gathering. 

Cnee in awhile it happens, os it did 
in St. Louis in 1888 when Cleveland 
was nominated by acclamation, that 
the exciu^meut of this balloting is miss- 
ing. But as a mle it is the main thing 
of the convention, at least to the aver- 
age citizen, and where, as stated, he 
gets his money’s worth. Sometimes, os 
in 1880, when the 306 stood by Grant 
ballot after ballot, or in 1888, when the 
convention waited day aft*T day for the 
woid from Italy as to whether Blaine 
would accept or not, it is long drawn 
ont and becomes at times tedioos ; but 
as a mle there aio changes in every bal- 
lot, and the excitement mns high. In 
1876 at Cincinnati one evening another 
ballot would have surely nominated 
Blaine, but some one, made desperate, 
turned out the lights in the hall and the 
convention had to adjemm because of 
the darkness. Over night a combination 
wat made of the anti-Blaine forces, and 
Bulherford B. Hayes was the beueti- 
ciasy.

At all events, half an hour after its re- 
ceipt there was joy in the camp of the 
unseated Texans. Green issued orders 
for campaign literature, and it w.a 8 de- 
claR-d by his friends that $ 1 , 000,000 
would be spent by Mrs. Green to resent 
the insult put upon her sou by tlie Mc- 
Kinleyites and to push his candidacy 
for the governorship of Texas. 

The convention and hotels at St. 
Louis were flooded with a neat 16 page 
book, on the first page of which is a 
good cut of the convention anditorinm, 
surrounded by excellent vignettes of 
Reed, Alli.soii, Morton and t^nay. Then 
follows the complete list of the national 
committee and its officers, and a letter 
from B. C. Kerens, national committee- 
man for Missouri, thanking Mr. Green 
for his generous idea. The next page 
contains the names of the sergeant-at- 
arms and his principal a.ssistanta The 
book also contains tally slieets for the 
roll call on the president ial Domination, 
showing the vote of each state. Follow- 
ing this is a lot of data ab lut previous 
nominations, and the uumbir of ballots 
required since 1856, and a recital of the 
troubles of the “Lily White,s’“ and the 
attributes of Mr. Green. — New York

They seem to 
forget tbit not less than 3,000,000 of that 
number will not be cast for its nominee 
this fall, if he siauds upon a free silver 
platform. This will leave to it 4,000,000 
votes. But it must obuin 4,000,000 
more somewhere. Who will supply 
them ? They must come from Populists 
aud Republicans. How can they be ob- 
tained, is the serious and important 
question which the Chicago convention 
must solve and solve rightly, or the gold 
standard party will be victoriotu. A 
serious error at Chicago will inevitably 
divide the silver army.

The termination of a peculiar con- 
troversy which is officially known in 
the United States court as ‘ 'The United 
States versus Seventeen Boxes of Snakes 
aud Twenty-three Monkeys” oocurrsd 
the other day in the shape of a victory 
for the government, but whether the 
government is really a gainer or a laer 
is a difficult question for even lawyers 
to decide. 

W. R Coughtey, who reproaentsd 
the “Seventeen Boxes of Snakes aid 
Twenty-three Monkeys, ” gave the fol- 
lowing facts in the case : 

“Several months ago a prominent 
dealer in aoological property, whtae 
name 1 will not mention for publica- 
tion, but whose headquarters are in 
Liverpool, shipped from Europe 17 
boxes of snakes and 23 monkeys. 

“Of course there was a consignee here 
in New Ymrk. Unfortunately for blxi, 
he never berame a member of the sm ill 
and exclusive clique of dealers who 
have long controlled the snake and 
monkey trad" in New York. The me li- 
bers of the clique made up their miid.s 
that they would not tolerate a new deal- 
er, who might become a formida’de 
competitor in the market. So, when 
they were called as experts to fix valua- 
tions, they named their estimates so 
high that the consignee of the snaltes 
a.ud monkeys could not afford to ley 
the duty asseesed.

Agriculturists, borticnltur 
ists and stock raifcrs are to be given 
chart.s showing the exact position of 
each state and territory where certain 
animals ,uid vegetables can be advan- 
tageously raised. Thetw will be supple- 
mented by a large catalogue containing 
every land animal and vegetable at the 
world, and indicating the areas in which 
they may be raised or cultivated by 
Americana 

Millions of dollars are thrown away 
each year by farmers and other producers 
who plant seed in the wrong soil or 
climate, or who undertake to breed ani- 
mals where the atmoepiiere and food re- 
source is uncongenial An efficient corps 
of naturalists connected with the biolog- 
ical bureau will make a detailed survey 
of the whoU oonntiy, counting and 
classifying the living species found in 
each county of each state and territory.

A new plan is on foot lor.tha.ceorgani- 
z 3 tion of the Richmond, NJcbhlasvillje, 
Irvine aud BeattyvUie railroad^ which 
ha.s b»;en in the hands of a receiver for 
some time. Some months ago the road 
was ordere<l sold by the Federal Court, 
au upset price of $5(fJ,000 being put upon 
it. It has twice been ofleretl at public 
auction, but there were no bidders Tlie 
first mortgage bondholders are the only 
ones who could beexperted to reorganize 
the road, and they are not willing to take 
hold of it. The reason is that there are 
about $500,000 in th<: shape of mechanics’ 
liens and fl5,000 in receiver’s certificates 
.-tanding against the road, and these have 
a prior claim to the iKuids. In order fur 
them to get control of the road, there- 
fore, it won hi be necessary for them t<> 
put up $tt50,000, and this they are un- 
willing ami unable to do. The lien hold- 
ers, tiowever, who in the present state 
of affairs see no chance of making any 
thing out of their {-aper, have another 
plan on foot. It is to let the firsts fake 
the roa«l, putting up only enough money 
to cover the receiver's certificates, wliich 
have the first claim. They would then 
issue second mortgage bonds to cover t lie 
liens, not having to put up this money. 
Shanahan & Co., who are the largest lien 
hohlers, are sai<l to be at the head of this 
movement, tteme time ago the firsts 
made an attempt U) reorganize the road 
on the plan issuing first mortgage bonds 
for the receiver’s certificates, and second 
mortgage for the liens, they to take sUx-k 
for their original first mortgage. This 
plan fell tlm>ugh, however, and since 
then the bondholders have done noth- 
ing. Those who are familiar with the 
matter say there is a poor chance for the 
success of the present movement. — Nicb- 
olasville Journal.

It wasjn.-tat the 
close of our civil war in I 860 that there 
appeared in France the "‘velocipeile’' of 
Mictieaux; not long .rfterward they were 
inaiiufactnred in this country. But it 
w: 1 at the Centennial Exhibition in 
Philadelphia in 1876, to which we owe 
so inncli. that the real bicycle, the old “or- 
dinary” of 60 inches of diameter, was 
seen. From then to now 1 Tl.c cliange 
— rather cliauges— are wonderful, begin- 
uiog with the ladies bicycle of 1878, aud 
continuing to tlie “safety” of 1885, the 
solid tire of 1889, the cushion tire of 
1891, and the pnemnatic tire of 1892. 
The cost of the wheel has not varieti as 
much as might have been ex|xrcted, there 
having been an increase from $90 in 
1878 to $110 in 1885, to $125 from 1885 to 
181)0, then to $135 in 1891, tlien to $150 
in 1892-3, then decrease to $125 in 1894, 
to $100 in 1895, and $100 to $85 in 1896. 
This price — for the profits of cycle mak- 
ing are large— is dne to the fact that the 
manufacturer only now is able to supply 
tlie demand; the next year the price is 
pretty sore to touch a lower mark, and 
so ou, till a fair manufacturers’ profit is 
made, when, it may be, we ahall see a 
great “wheel trnst” created. 

As to the influence of the wheel upon 
our sociological life, they are many and 
constantly widening. The wheel affords 
onporlunity for rapid communication, 
and for easy and exhilarating exercise, 
which nothing can equal as to economy 
in time or cost, and which nothing else 
can supply in the matter of exercising 
particular functions of the body which 
are called into play Bat to women ev- 
en mote than men does the little ma- 
chine come with its whispered assurance 
of relief from physical limitation, aud 
emanci{>atiun trom the monotony and 
inactivity of indoor life. To 
her it bids fair to bring hack not only 
rohustnesBot limb and strength of muscle, 
but the noniial poise of the body, the 
Ic«e of which ie slowly but surely helping 
to till oiir hospital wards with patients 
wiio give employment to the surgeon’s 
knife.

There were four differentsuits brought 
to test the vaiiditv of these bonds: the 
]»uisville Trust Company, represented 
by .St. Jot'.n Boyle, the Kentucky Na- 
tional BaiiK, by Humphrey A Davie, 
Dillinghani and others, by Noble and 
.Slieriey. The contention of the liond- 
nolders ws.- sustained by the court in 
these three cases.
